I had spok en too late.

The present moment is an ex cellent time for all 
of u s to k eep in mind the remark with which Mr. 
Roosev elt stepped into the White Hou se — that 
the only thing we really hav e to fear these day s 
is fear itself. 
On the su rface, the state of the nation rig ht 
now is ominou s enou g h to scare almost any one. 
Both the domestic and foreig n horizons are dark 
with clou ds. Any man who wanted to arg u e that 
the end of all thing s was abou t at hand cou ld 
find plenty of material for his thesis. 
Bu t it wou ld be v ery easy for u s to concen­ 
trate on ou r trou bles so thorou g hly that we failed 
to see how mu ch real prog ress has actu ally been 
made. 
Bank s may be re-opening at a mu ch slower 
rate than we had hoped; bu t the dreadfu l era 
of dou bt and u ncertainty is at least passed, and 
the bank ing problem today is not so mu ch a 
m atter of stopping a slide downhill as of accel­ 
erating a climb u pward. 
Unemploy ment and factory produ ction fig u res 
may still be distressing ly low; bu t su ch basic in­ 
du stries as steel and au tomobile m anu factu ring 
are showing better than seasonal u p-trends, and 
there are sig ns th at the rise in commodity and 
secu rity prices are not entirely du e to the talk 
of inflation. 
The tu rmoil in Iowa testifies abu ndantly that 
ag ricu ltu ral discontent is still with u s; bu t farm 
prices hav e tu rned u pward, and the pu rchasing 
power of the farmer has been increasing ev er 
since the middle of the winter. 
The pendu lu m swing s slowly , of cou rse. The 
effects of fou r y ears of disaster cannot be wiped 
ou t ov ernig ht. Bu t there are g ood reasons for 
believ ing that the swing back in the rig ht di­ 
rection has actu ally commenced, and that if we 
are not y et ou t of the woods we are at least 
g etting to the point where a little more su n­ 
lig ht filters down throu g h the branches ov er­ 
head. 
If wc can ju st k eep from g etting jittery we 
ou g ht to mak e ou t all rig ht. There is no sense, 
of cou rse, in deny ing that some thing s look v ery 
discomforting . Bu t u nless we permit ou rselv es 
to g et scared ou t of ou r senses, we ou g ht to be 
> able to find the rig ht road and stay on it. 


AN ILLOGICAL SYSTEM 
One of those little oddities of ou r criminal law 
th at arise to pu zzle the av erag e citizen ev ery 
so often has ju st popped to the su rface at 
a 
mu rder trial in Ohio. 
A y ou ng m an was being tried for k illing his 
wife. His defense, mainly , was insanity . His 
lawy ers produ ced three v ery em inent and repu ­ 
table psy chiatrists, all of whom swore th at the 
prisoner was a fearfu l nitwit. His m ental ag e, 
they said, was abou t eig ht y ears; he cou ld be 
called a cross between a plain moron and an u t­ 
ter imbecile. 
Thereu pon the state called three other psy ­ 
chiatrists, all q u ite as eminent and repu table as 
the first three. These three declared th at the 
y ou ng man was q u ite normal mentally , fu lly ac­ 
cou ntable for his acts and perfectly capable of 
disting u ishing between rig ht and wrong . 
Ju st how the ju ry felt abou t this conflicting 
testimony is not q u ite clear. Apparently they 
either disbeliev ed the defense alienists entirely , 
or decided to throw the whole ex pert-testimony 
bu sinss ou t the window and let their own com­ 
mon sense decide. At all ev ents, they conv icted 
the y ou ng man of first deg ree mu rder, and he 
is to die in the electric chair. 
The whole bu siness, howev er, emphasizes once 
more the u tter lack of log ic th at ru les ou r cou rts 
in this bu siness of insanity and mu rder. 
One wou ld su ppose th at the log ical, sensible 
thing to do wou ld be to find ou t before bring ing 
a man to trial whether he was mentally sou nd 
or u nsou nd. It shou ld not be hard to do this. 
If the science of psy chiatry means any thing at 
all, a commission of alienists cou ld easily settle 
the m atter in adv ance. If they fou nd the m u r­ 
derer insane he cou ld be lock ed u p forthwith; if 
they fou nd him sane he cou ld be pu t on trial 
and the case cou ld be heard on its merits. 
Bu t we don’t do that. Instead we hau l in 
riv al g rou ps of doctors who g iv e contradictory 
testimony and leav e the ju ry , v ery probably , 
more befu ddled than it wou ld be withou t any ex ­ 
perts at all. A sane rascal can escape pu nish­ 
ment in this way , and an addle-pated monstros­ 
ity who ou g ht to be in a hospital can be sent to 
the electric chair. 
Isn’t it abou t time that we applied a little 
common sense to the whole process?

No. 308 
in charg e of condu ctor Charles 
Brown and motorman Ward left 
Ru shv ille at 5 a. m. and were to 
pass No. 304 at Reedv ille. Some­ 
thing went wrong and both cars 
j were slig htly damag ed bu t no 
one hu rt. 
This was the first bad wreck 
on the I. & C. In Nov ember, 
1905, an interesting session of 
the Electrical association met in 
Ru shv ille and held a day ’s ses­ 
sion discu ssing the mu ltiple con­ 
trol and sing le phase 
sy stem, 
then, for first time u sed by the 
I. & C. traction line. Noon fou nd 
th^m dining at the Sc^nlan 


Hou se and the Windsor Hotel, 
where a more familiar topic was 
discu ssed. On Nov ember 9, 1905, 
the Shelby cou nty commissioners 
refu sed to g rant a franchise to 
the I. & C. company for the 
Shelby v ille ex tension. Su ch the 
cheerfu l welcome which g reeted 
the I. & C. on many occasions. 
Fast ru ns soon became a feat­ 
u re of the I. & C. with Charles L. 
Henry aboard ahd “m ile-a-m in- 
u te” spu rts were nu merou s on 
the well ballasted road. An ex ­ 
periment of v alu e was the ru n­ 
ning of traction cars en-train. D. 
L. Keiser of the Westing hou se 
company , Pittsbu rg h, Pa., tested 
the m atter and made a su ccess 
of it u nder the sing le phase and 
direct cu rrent sy stems, at all 
speeds. Mr. Keiser was motor­ 
man on the trial trip to Indian­ 
apolis. One motorman controll­ 
ing two cars was q u ite an inno­ 
v ation bu t prov ed a su ccess. 
Work on 
the 
Connersv ille 
street g rading for the I. & C. 
beg an December 8 , 1905. T hat 
city only permitted a sing le track 
throu g h the bu siness district and 
the depot was located on the 
west bank of Whitewater circled 
with a loop. The shov eling was 
done mostly by hand on the 
u sed streets, while men and 
scrapers work ed on the hill on 
Tenth street. On December 9, 
1905, ninety prominent traction 
men, representing the leading 
traction interests of the cou ntry 
met at Indianapolis and came 
down ov er the I. & C. to Ru sh­ 
v ille on a tou r of inspection. The 
contractor at Connersv ille u sed 
electric lig hts to ex pedite work 
in g rading , g iv ing the work men a 
fou rteen hou r day . In Ju ly 1906, 
a work train on the I. & C. left 
the track east of Ru shv ille while 
ru nning 25 miles an hou r and 
du mped 30 linemen from the flat 
car on which they were riding , 
lu ck ily few men being hu rt. 
The cars were being pu shed 
by a locomotiv e. Roscoe Morg an, 
Georg e Bak er and sev eral others 
were badly bru ised. On May 18 , 
1914, Henry Fitzg erald, an en­ 
g ineer at the power hou se, with 
other work men were sent ou t 
on the line owing to a shortag e 
of linemen, g rowing ou t of a la­ 
bor dispu te. At the Gwy nnev ille 
transform er men were work ing 
on the wires entering there and 
Fitzg erald was sent to assist. 
While work ing among the wires 
he came in contact with a liv e 
wire and was k nock ed to the ce­ 
ment floor, strik ing on his head.

MORTGAGES IS 


IN PROSPECT 


Two - Y ear Mo rato ri­ 
um f o r F a r m e r 
Debto rs Is Seen 


Washing ton, May 5 ( JP)—Pros­ 
pects increased today for a two- 
y ear holiday on mortg ag e fore­ 
closu res for those farm ers with 
land loans from joint stock land 
bank s. 
It was learned th at most of 
the 46 joint stock bank s now in 
operation hav e decided to av ail 
themselv es of a $100,000,000 fu nd 
to be set u p u nder a special 
mortg ag e relief prov ision of the 
administration farm bill. 
To obtain the loans, on a 4 per 
cent interest rate, the bank s will 
be req u ired to ag ree to redu ce 
their interest rates to farmers 
to 5 per cent within 60 day s after 
the bill’s final approv al. This 
came nearer y esterday when 
senate 
and 
hou se 
conferees 
q u ick ly reached an ag reement 
on the mortg ag e relief portion of 
the farm bill. 
In addition the bank s mu st 
ag ree 
to 
su spend 
foreclosu re 
proceeding s for two y ears on 
loans in defau lt ex cept where 
the land serv ing as secu rity has 
been abandoned or special au ­ 
thorization is prov ided by g ov ­ 
ernm ent credit officials. 
These bank s which beg an 
the loan operations in 1918 , hav e 
more than $400,000,000 in ou t­ 
standing farm loans or abou t 6 
per cent of the nation’s farm 
mortg ag e debt. This fig u re is ex ­ 
clu siv e of abou t $53,000,000 in 
ou tstanding loans of three bank s 
which are in receiv ership. The 
av erag e interest rate to farmers 
has been 5.9 per cent. 
Henry Morg enthau , Jr., farm 
board chairm an and g ov ernor- 
desig nate of the farm credit ad­ 
ministration, said the farm bill 
contemplates ev entu al liq u ida­ 
tion of the bank s which hav e 
.been the center of controv ersy . 
Opponents of the sy stem ac­ 
cu sed the bank s of ru shing fore­ 
closu res in order to obtain cash 
to retire their bonds. The liq u id­ 
ation process will req u ire many 
y ears as the bank loans hav e 
been made on a 33-y ear basis.

late 
au tu m n. 
Th e 
gardener 
sh o u ld p ay sp ecial attentio n to 
su ccessio n cro p s th a t take th e 
p lace o f th o se h arv ested earlier, 
fo r th ey greatly increase th e 
am o u nt o f fo o d to b e o b tained 
fro m a giv en area. 
If care is taken to keep , th e 
q u ick-gro wing 
v egetab les 
o f 
early sp ring to geth er, th ey will 
b e u p and away in tim e fo r an­ 
o th er cro p o r two in th e same 
area later o n. Go o d seco nd cro p s 
fo r th is p u rp o se are b u sh b eans, 
co rn, 
cab b age, to m ato es 
and 
p ep p ers. It is q u ite p o ssib le to 
get two cro p s o f b eans, o r p eas 
o r ev en co rn, fro m th e 
same 
p iece o f gro u nd. Ho wev er, 
in 
su ch cases th e new p lants m u st 
b e kep t mo v ing. As fo r o th er 
sh o rt-seaso n cro p s su ch as b eets, 
tu rnip s, radish es, lettu ce and th e 
like, th e nu m b er o f cro p s may b e 
increased. 
One may ev en plant a long- 
season and short-season crop in 
the same row, and harv est the 
latter before the slower grow­ 
ing needs the space. Radishes 


th is way , and later in th e seaso n 
co rn and p u m p kins o r sq u ash es 
m ay b e interp lanted. 
Practically any o f th e sh o rt- 
seaso n cro p s m ay b e interp lant­ 
ed w ith cab b age, to m ato es, ko h l­ 
rab i o r p ep p ers. In su ch cases th e 
added p lants are gro wn in co ld- 
fram es o r h o t-b eds and tra ns­ 
ferred to th eir new p o sitio ns a ft­ 
er th ey h av e attained so me size. 
It is well to gro w sev eral b atch es 
o f su ch p lants, a few a t a time, 
and th u s b e ready with a p lant 
fo r any v acant sp ace th a t o c­ 
cu rs.
